St. Petersburg, April 27 .—American 
superiority over foreign rivals h as 
again triumpned in th e complete suc­ 
cess wh ich h as crowned th e visit of 
Ch arles M. Sch wab to St. Petersburg. 
Mr. Sch wab’s negotiations with th e 
Russian adm iralty h ave resulted in 
th e practical conclusion of an arrange­ 
ment for th e construction of a number 
of formidable line-of-battle sh ips of a 
ty pe wh ich probably will startle th e 
world. 
Mr. Sch wab will leave St. 
Petersburg today . 
Th e details of th e 
construction of th e vessels remain 
to be worked out. but in addition to 
th ose wh ich will be built in th e I’nited 
States it is quite probable th at a y ard 
will be constructed at a Baltic port 
to be manned by Russian workmen 
but under American engineering and 
mech anical supervision, th e Russian 
adm iralty being ex tremely anx ious to 
utilize th e reh abilitation of th e navy 
for th e encouragement of th e sh ip­ 
building industry at h ome in order to 
eventually render th e country inde­ 
pendent of foreign y ards.
